ge Screens and Hedges. 


We are in frequent receipt of inquiries concerning the American Ar- 
bor Vite for hedges and screens, and we will therefore give here some 
information about this valuable tree together with illustrations o! a few 
of the many fine forms into which it is commonly trimmed when 
grown for hedgesor screens. Ofall the Evergreen trees that may be 
-gsuccessfully grown for these purposes there is none that can compare 
with the American Arbor Vitzw Its name, transiated. meaus ‘Tree of 
life.”’ and it is truly everything that the words imply. Itis everlasting, 
and once established will survive anything in the way of climatic condi- 
tions. It readily adapts itself to any soil and will stand more severe 
pruning and forming into x greater variety of shanes than any other ev- 
ergreen,” Prune or shear in early June or September. 
Arbor Vite Hedges and screens may be grown any desired height from 
two fo twenty feet. 
-F{GURE 1 shows a section of one of the most ordinary forms for cem- 


“etery and lawn hedges. Figures 2 to 7 are cross section views of some of 


the most common forms of trimming. 

FIGURE 2 is a form well adapted for tall screens and may be run right 
on up toa height of twenty feet if desired. in the same form as shown in 
cut. It will make a screen that the wind cannot blow through and that 
will shut entirely from view any unsightly object in front of which it 
aay be planted. 

FIGURE 3 is perhaps the simplest and easiest form of any, as it con- 


’ forms more closely to the natural shape of the tree. It insures an equal 


distribution of light from all sides of the hedge. No skill at all is re- 
quired to keep the hedge always in this form. This aud the next two 
figures we recommend for all ordinary hedges especially to those of limited 
experience in trimming. Ail thatis required is a sharp knife or pair of 
shears and a chulk line to keep the trees in good order and perfect shape. 
2 to 8 feet. 

FIGURE 4 seems to be about the next in order in point of popularity. 
It is certainly a very attractive style with its evenly and -gracefully 
curved top. A very easy form to produce and maintdin. May range 
from 2 to 8 feet in height. to suit the taste of owner. 

FIGURE 5 is thought by many to be the best of any for cemeteries, al- 
though it has some disadvantages in the fact that whereit is planted on 
an east and west line the north side is partially shaded from the sun- 
light. a condition not conducive to the best results. But the Arbor Vi- 
te will thrive under such conditions better than any other hedge tree 
that we know of. 2 to 6 feet is the ordinary height for this form of hedge. 

FIGURE 6 withits graceful concave surface is prettier than a straight 
one. The short vertical sides at base and hollowed out sides above re- 
quire some more time and painstaking in the trimming, but to the lover 
of the beautiful and artistic the result is sufficiently gratifying to repay 
him for all trouble and labor. 

FIGURE 7 This is a good torm for hedges that have a northern expos- 
ure on one side, the form as shown by left side of figure to have the nor- 
thern exposure. its shape admitting more of the vertical light which 
willina measure compensate for the loss of sunlight to. the north side. 
“The two sides of a hedge are rarely seen at one view so that its apparent 
symmetry will not be marred. and the difference in form of the two sides 
may-even be recommended as a pleasing variety. giving as it does the 
‘peauty of two forms ot hedge in one. 

SOME SUGGESTIONS. See that the trimming is done every year at the 
proper time. If a hedge three feet high is wanted, no need to let the 
plants grow to four feetand then cut them back,itis just that much 
growth wasted. A three foot hedge need not be more than two feet wide 
at the bottom. As the height is increased the base need not increase 
proportionately, for instance a hedge six feet high need not havea base 
‘more than three feet wide. and so on. Itis always advisable to allow 
the base to grow wider on the side that is to receive the least sunlight. 
This applies to hedges running east and west. 

Our transplanted 12 to 18 and 18 to 24 inch stock is recommended as. the 
west sizes to plant. The 8 to 12 inch are all right and can be used when 
¢he purchaser cannot afford the larger sizes. Plant 12 to 16 inches apart. 
A well kept Arbor Vitee Hedge will add much to the value of any place.
